Dear Hditor: 

Here we are this pretty Novem- 
ber morning, It just makes me 
shudder to see how fast this wheel 
of time rolls on and to think that 
this new year is almost gone and 
Christmas is near here and this 
crop has been harvested, and a lot 
of the farmers do not know which 
way to turn, with such a short 
crop, Some haye no corn, will not 
have much meat, bul if they had 
the money they could buy hogs 
for less than they could raise them, 
but if they go to buy meat and 
lard they will find out there is 
something wrong somewhere, 

I do not see but one way out 
for us and that is to leave off at 
least half of the guano next year, 
We can make nearly as much, will 
get better prices and will not owe 
so much, I did not use so much 
guano this year, and I found out 
it was the best thing I ever did, 
What's the use for us to kill our- 
selves trying to raise cotton when 
it costs more to raise it than we 
get for it, Let's get us a brick 
bat and put in our hat and we will 
have something in it. I have been 
living here nearly thirty-seven 
years, This has been the worst 
year for some we ever knew, So 
many did not make but little corn, 
some did not make any at all. A 
good many have enough to get by 
on, Very little syrup, hardly 
enough to sweeten the bitter the 
most of us have, but yet there is 
& lot to be thankful for. We have 
the promise by the sweat of the 
face we shall have bread but many 
of us have milk, butter, meat and 
syrup to add to the bread, A lot 
of us could use more clothes, but 
if there was work for all we could 
get by, but there is not much 
work one can get to do out here 
in the Sticks, 

Mr. Gordy Clark is giving sev- 
eral of the boys work at his saw- 
mill, also Mr, Henry Clark is work- 
ing several hands. Mr. Haden 
Smith has a mill on the Shealy 
place which is quite a help to 
everyone, ‘These mills are all do- 
ing splendid work. There is a 
lot of work that could be done 
on the farms, but there are no 
funds to pay with, so it will have 
to go undone till the new year as 
the large boys are in school. 

Some have sowed oats which 
we think every farmer should do. 
It will be better done now but oats 
will make well planted the first 
of January. When you make a 
food oat crop you have a fine feed 
and they answer for corn and hay 
and they are a very sure crop and 
they make fine grazing for the 
livestock in the spring. 

There are some sick ones. 

Mr. Ed Mayberry has been in 
bed for past week, 

Mr. Alf Hudson has been in bed 
for several days. We do not re- 
call anyone else at present. 

The little daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Esmer Hiland is in a hospital 
at Mobile. At last she was doing 
very well. 

Levy Foley, who stayed in a 
Troy hospital for several days, is 
at home and is doing nicely. He 
is stirring some, but is not quite 
able to go back to school yet. 

Last Sunday the writer had the 
pleasure of visiting Elba to attend 


the last quarterly conference of 
this year. 3y the kindness of 
Mr. Gordy Clark I was able to 


get to Church in time for Sunday 
School, which we enjoyed very 
much, The elder was at his very 
best. There was a fine crowd 
present to hear that great man 
preach, We have not the time 
nor talent to praise him, but he 
kept us all thrilled.

SPREADING THE GOOD NEWS 


LESSON TEXT—Matthew 10:24-39, 
GOLDEN TEXT—Let him that hear- 
eth say, Come.—Revelation 22:17, 


“Bewilderment."" That is the 
word which the president of a great 
American university recently said 
accurately described the present 
condition of the minds of men, Lit- 
tle wonder that the men of the world 
are bewildered, for they are like 
mariners who sail an unknown sea 
after having thrown away map and 
compass. Without Christ and with- 
out God's Word men cannot be any- 
thing but bewildered, 

That which gives us even greater 
concern {is that many who are Chris- 
tians, who really know the Guide 
and who have the Guidebook, are 
also declaring themselves to be ut- 
terly bewildered, What is the rea- 
son? Obviously that they have not 
read the Book and have not talked 
with their Lord, 

Our lesson for the coming Lord's 
Day touches on one of the problems 
which causes many Christians to 
question God's love and care. They 
find that their efforts to testify for 
Him by word or life meet with a 
violent reaction from a_ bitter 
world, and they discover that such 
a life involves personal sacrifice and 
frequently results in even the mem- 
bers of their own families turning 
against them. Can this be God's 
way of dealing with His people? 
The answer is found in His Word, 
The Christian is to be 


I. Fearless in a Hostile World (vv. 
24-28, 32, 33). 

Note carefully that he is not to 
be silent (vv. 32, 33). We deny our 
Lord when we fail to speak for Him 
when we ought to do so. Christi- 
anity is not something to be hidden 
in one’s own bosom, a fire to warm 
one’s own soul. It is good news 
which is to be proclaimed even from 
the housetops. 

But, someone will say, when I 
do speak there {is opposition; they 
call me names, they threaten to kill 
me. Yes, and what of it? ‘The 
disciple is not above his master, 
nor the servant above his Lord”’ (v. 
24). They called Jesus a devil. 
They even crucified Him. Should 
we then expect to be borne to glory 
on flowery beds of ease? God 
knows all about this, yes, even 
about the hidden and whispered 
plottings of evil men (v. 26). He 
will deal with them and judge them 
in due season. 

We need not fear men. The most 
they can do is to kill the body. 
Let us consider the eternal God, 
who not only may take the life out 
of the body, but is also able to cast 
both soul and body into hell (v. 28). 
God is not as a theory, a bit of 
pious imagination. He is real, He 
is all-powerful. Why then should 
we be fearful if we serve Him in 
faithful devotion? 

II. Fearless in Personal Life (vv. 
29-31). 

It is one thing to be bold in the 
midst of battle. It is quite an- 
other thing to be fearless in the 
quiet of one’s own room, or of one’s 
own heart, Satan is expert at that 
point. He comes to us with his 
humiliating accusations of our un- 
worthiness, yes, of our worthless- 
ness. Sadly enough our own knowl- 
edge of ourselves confirms his dis- 
mal judgment. 

But wait! If we are Christians 
we are not our own, We are bought 
with a price, the precious blood of 
Christ. We belong to Him. He is 
our advocate with the Father, Let 
Him meet our accuser. What does 
He say? He tells us that He has 
numbered the very hairs of our 
head (vy. 80), that even a dying 
sparrow concerns Him, and that we 
are worth more than many spar- 
rows (v. 31). We are His and He 
is our Saviour, Friend and Brother. 
Let us look up and be without fear. 

II, Fearless in the Family Circle 
(vvv 34-39). 

Here, after all, is the acid test of 
discipleship. 

Christ did not come in order to 
stir up needless strife between 
members of the family, but He well 
knew that divisions would come as 
the result of true discipleship. Men 
who are ordinarily kind and cul- 
tured in their dealings with their 
friends and families but who do not 
know Christ, can become like ver- 
itable demons against any one in 
that circle who hears the call of 
Christ and follows Him, 

No human tie, no matter how in- 
timate or precious, is to be permit- 
ted to stand between the individual 
and_his devotion to Christ. If it 
does, Christ is evidently no longer 
first. He is no longer Lord of all in 
the life, and if He is not Lord of 
all, He is not Lord at all. 

While it seems almost paradoxical 
to say it, Scripture teaches and ex- 
perience demonstrates that if you 
keep your life for yourself and your 
own interests, it will die in your 
very hands and you will lose it, 
If you give your life in glad aban- 
don to God, on the other hand, you 
will receive it back from Him trans- 
formed, enriched, and glorified by 
His grace and blessing,

Grave Danger Seen In Secret Pro- 
motional Scheme; Rates Could Be 
Hiked Without Redress; Mayors 


Issue Statements On Plan 


Following announcement made in state papers about 
the formation of the South Alabama Power Authority, 
sponsored by the City of Andalusia, and the almost im- 
mediate sanction given to the corporation by the Alabama 
Public Service Commission, officials of cities throughout 
this section looked into the matter and immediately took 
steps to stop the proceedings by protest before the Ala- 
bama Public Service Commission and also action in the 
Circuit Court of Montgomery County, 

liven at this date full details of the plan have not been 
made known, but enough has been learned from records 
in the PSC office to indicate that the proposed venture is 
the most outrageous scheme hatched up in this state in 
many years, so far as the cities and towns which would 
have been affected, are concerned, 

Mayor J. G. Scherf of Andalusia, where the plot was 
framed by promoters of state-wide reputation, dashed 
into print last week in an effort®to console mayors and 


other city officials in the affected towns. 


His letter makes 


most interesting reading and his interpretations of the 


law are so misleading as to be ridiculous.

statement, published last Saturday morning in The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser, is reprinted below. 
Mayor Seth Copeland of Troy answered Mr. Scherf 


in an article in Sunday’s Advertiser.

Read both the statements following and you will have 
a pretty fair knowledge of the situation. 


Scherf’s Statement 


“The South Alabama Power Au- 
thority regrets the hasty action 
of Opp, Elba, Samson and Dozier 
in filing unnecessary legal action 
in Montgomery attacking the pow- 
er authority before the authority 
had an opportunity to lay its plans 
before the municipalities in the 
territory, 

“Yesterday the power authority 
invited the mayor of each munici- 
pality in the territory to a confer- 
ence for a full explanation and 
discussion of the authority's plan 
for the district. This invitation 
was extended by wire. The an- 
swer was court proceedings which 
fthow complete lack of information 
about the matter, 

“The public perhaps recalls that 
the national administration spon- 
sored a power district law which 
was passed by the 1935 Legisla- 
ture. This law was designed to 
bring about greater use of power 
and make electricity more avail- 
able by reduced rates through mu- 
nicipal ownership of generating 
and distributing facilities. 

“The trend is toward municipal 
ownership and cheaper rates, The 
Alabama Power Company has an 
epplication pending before the Ala- 
bama Public Service Commission 
to reduce rates in some of its 
northern territory nearly $700,000 
a year. This territory is not serv- 
ed by the Alabama Power Com- 
pany and would not share in any 
reduction of rates by that com- 
pany. 

“The power district law is in 
harmony with the national power 
policy. It has been carefully 
checked against every constitu- 
tional objection, and the leading 
legal minds in the state and na- 
tion declare it is valid. Under that 
law, any municipality may ask for 
the creation of a power district; 
the Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission makes an investigation of 
the feasibility of establishing a dis- 
trict and if it concludes {t should 
be established, it so orders, and 
the district becomes a municipal 
corporation. Every provision of 
the law has been complied with. 
The district has been legally es- 
tablished and Governor Dixon has 
appointed the directors as the law 
directs. 

“The law requires no notice or 
hearing because the Alabama Pub- 
lic Service Commission has all nec- 
essary facilities, including a com- 
petent technical staff, to make all 
needed investigations, 

“For some time the city of An- 
dalusia has made a study of ac- 
quiring the electric distribution 
system. We recognized that it 
would be difficult to deal with the 
question, inasmuch as the Alabama 
Water Service Company’s proper- 
ty is designed and used as a com- 
plete system to serve some 23 
towns in a limited territory. We 
abandoned the idea of proceeding 
under the Lee act and attempted 
to take a large view of the ques- 
tion, and that was to work out an 
agreement whereby each town in 
the district could own its own dis- 
tribution system, and all of the 
towns jointly own the generating 
system. This can be easily work- 
ed out through the medium of a 
power district. The moment a 
power district acquires any prop- 


erty each municipality in the dis- 
trict becomes jointly interested in 
the property, and even in cases 
of dissolution, the law requires 
that the property of the power 
district be divided among the mu- 
nicipalities in the district. The 
power district can convey a local 
distribution system to a munici- 
pality at any time. 

“The power authority planned 
to cooperate with each municipali- 
ty in the territory and aid it in 
taking advantage of the law to 
the end that each municipality 
would own its own distribution 
system at the earliest practicable 
nioment, and all of them together 
control the operation of the gen- 
erating system through an advis- 
ory board of the power district to 
be composed of the mayor of each 
muniaipality and several bankers 
in the district, which would insure 
the production and transmission of 
electricity at the lowest possible 
price. Each municipality would 
fix the rates that would be charg- 
ed the inhabitants of the munici- 
pality. The power authority's 
plans meant local ownership and 
control, and local handling of local 
rates, Instead of a utility, operat- 
ed by private capital that is en- 
titled to earn a fair return on its 
invested capital, the power district 
would operate the property at cost, 
without profit. It does not take 
a rate expert to visualize the re- 
duction in rates and cheaper pow- 
er that would be almost immedi- 
ately available to the customers 
in the district, 

“This is a poor section of the 
State. In the words of Goy. Dixon, 
‘we are a poor people’ who can ill 
afford to pass up such a golden 
opportunity for  self-betterment. 
The President says we are the na- 
tion's number one economic prob- 
lem. We have been negotiating 
with a number of industries, en- 
deavoring to get them to locate 
in this territory, and we are in- 
variably confronted with objection 
to the present electric rates. The 
South Alabama Power Authority’s 
plan will put this territory on a 
parity with the territory served 
by the TVA and enable us to sy- 
phon industries out of the East 
that will give badly needed em- 
ployment to our people by offer- 
ing reliable service cheap. We are 
almost entirely dependent upon ag- 
riculture. We have been hard hit 
by flood, drought and crop failure. 
We must have means of attracting 
industry to this section, This can 
be done by the power authority 
without diminishing the revenue of 
any municipality in this territory. 
Our financial set-up contemplates 
that each municipality in the ter- 
ritory will receive the same taxes 
that privately owned concerns have 
paid for license, privilege, and all 


other forms of taxes. We have in 
mind one industry in particular 
that would mean more to the farm- 
ers in this territory than a $2,000,- 
000 WPA allotment, whose gen- 
eral objection thus far to locating 
in this territory has been high 
electric rates. Through the low- 
ered rates which the South Ala- 
bama Power Authority would be 
in a position to grant, it would be 
a virtual certainty that this in- 
dustry would locate somewhere in

this territory within the next few 
months, 

"There is nothing secret about 
the plans of the power authority, 
We only wanted an opportunity 
to lay the plans before a confer- 
ence of the mayors and invite critt- 
cism and suggestions, If they 
have a better plan for developing: 
this poor territory, we will be glad 
to cooperate with them, 

“It was stated in the article in 
The Montgomery Advertiser that 
the Alabama Water Service Com- 
pany had agreed to accept $2,000,- 
000 for its property, which it is 
claimed was purchased for $1,500,- 
000, The South Alabama Power 
Authority has had no dealings 
Whatever with the Alabama Water 
Service Company, and hus had no 
information as to what it paid or 
would be willing to take for the 
property, Any sale of the prop- 
erty would have to be approved 
hy the Alabama Public Service 
Commission, und experience tells 
us that the commission would not 
approve an unfair or unreason- 
able figure, 

“The power district is not lim- 
tiled to acquiring property by ne- 
g#otiation or sale, It has the right 
to condemn the entire system, ‘To 
relieve any anxiety about any- 
body obtaining an advantage, we 
have instructed our counsel to take 
the necessary steps to condemn 
the entire system, The court will 
fix the price, after a public hear- 
ing where everybody can be heard. 
Whatever price the court says is 
fair, the South Alabama Power 
Authority will pay. We are will- 
ing to abide by what a court and 
a“ fair-minded jury of citizens of 
this section say is the fair value 
of the system. When it is acquir- 
¢€d, any municipality in the district 
will be at liberty to acquire the 
local distribution system and join 
with the power district in making 
the cheapest possible electricity 
available to the people, 

“Why this program is opposed, 
we do not understand, unless non- 
resident holding company mag- 
nates, who bitterly oppose munici- 
pal ownership, are behind it. 

“Both the power district and 
the municipalities can finance the 
acquisition of the property by revy- 
enue bonds; when the bonds are 
retired by the earnings of the sys- 
tem, the public owns the property, 
without the expenditure of any 
public money or the use of public 
credit in any way, as the revenue 
bonds are not a debt or obligation 
of the state or any city or town. 
The revenue from the system 
stands good for the bonds. 

“We feel that had these hasty 
litigants given the South Alabama 
Power Authority an opportunity 
to make its plans known, they 
would not have gone off half-cock- 
ed. We will go forward with our 
plans to condemn the property 
while our lawyers look after the 
futile proceedings in the Mont- 
gomery court,” 


Copeland’s Statement 

“We are unable to understand 
many of the statements contained 
in the published interview of Mayor 
Scherf. It is stated that some of 
these municipalities filed unneces- 
sary legal action: before the Au- 
thority had an opportunity to lay 
its plaus before the municipalities 
in the territory. We understand 
from the records of the Public 
Service Commission that the May- 
or and City Council of Andalusia 
met in special session on October 
17, 1939, and adopted a resolution 
requesting creation of said Power 
District. No notice of this resolu- 
tion was published and we under- 
stand that the residents of Anda- 
lusia in general were given no in- 
dication of the proposed project. 

“Apparently no effort was made 
to lay this proposal before the 
public at large, or before the other 
municipalities who were vitally in- 
terested therein, between the date 
of the passage of said resolution 
on October 47, 1939, and Novem- 
ber 23, 1939, at which time the 
telegraphic invitations were sent 
out by the promoters of this proj- 
ect. Prior to the sending of such 
invitations the court proceedings 
had been filed. Petition for es- 
tablishment of the ‘South Alabama 
Authority’ was filed by the City of 
Andalusia on November 15, 1939, 
with the Alabama Public Service 
Commission; and, within less than 
4& hours, on November 17, 1939, 
an order was entered approving 
establishment of the Authority. 
No effort to remove the veil of 
secrecy had been made at this time 
by informing the public, or con- 
ferring with authorities of other 
affected municipalities, and the 
first public knowledge of the ap- 
proval of the establishment of the 
Authority was the publication of a 
news article in reference thereto 
in the Sunday edition (November 
19, 1939) of The Advertiser and 
cther papers. 

“On the following day, Novem- 
ber 20, the directors appointed by 
Gov. Dixon, qualified. These di- 
rectors were the Mayor of Anda- 
lusia, J. G. Scherf; Count Darling, 
also of Andalusia, and Mrs. Julia 
Knox Brantley, of Troy. On No- 
vember 21, 1939, the Town of Sam- 
son filed its petition with the Pub- 
lic Service Commission for a re- 
consideration of the proceedings 
leading up to the formation of 
the Authority. Up until that time, 
nc effort had been made to con- 


fer with the other interested mu- 
nicipalities so far as we know, and 
the City of Troy had not been ad- 
vised of the proposed formation 
of the Power Authority, or any 
of its plans, 

"In fact, the invitation which 
we have from Mr, Scherf to a con- 
ference was not received until af- 
ter the petition of the Town of 
Samson had been set down for 
hearing by the Public Service 
Commission and the notice had 
been sent out and until after city 
officials of Troy had made a trip 
to Montgomery to try to learn 
from the Public Service Commis- 
sion just where the matter stood, 

"It is stated in Mr. Schertf’s 
statement that there is nothing se- 
cret about the plans of the Power 
Authority. The only knowledge 
we have of those plans is through 
the Public Service Commission 
files, for no effort has been made 
by the City of Andalusia, or the 
Power Authority to apprise us of 
those plans. According to the 
plans as disclosed by the proceed- 
ings before the Public Service 
Commission, it is contemplated 
that South Alabama Power Au- 
thority will acquire all of the elec- 
trical property of the Alabama 
Water Service Company in the 
nine counties affected, 

“There was no mention in those 
proceedings of any plan whereby 
each town could own its own dis- 
tribution system as ts stated in the 
interview of Mayor Scherf. The 
petition ineluded the City of Troy 
in the territory to be affected, but 
the City of Troy has owned is own 
distribution system for 45 years, 
No attempt was made to work out 
with us any plan with reference 
te our municipal distribution plant. 

"The Scherf article states that 
each municipality becomes joirtly 
interested, and all of the towns 
jointly own the generating system, 


As we unierstand the law, the 
citizens and electric power users 
of these municipalities become 


jointly liable for any obligation of 
the Power Authority, including any 
bonds which might be issued for

“Since the rates would necessari- 
ly depend upon the amount of the 
bonds outstanding, it would seem 
that the purchase price for the 
properties would be a most mate- 
rial fact in the establishment of 
the power district, and yet it is 
now stated by Mayor Scherf that 
when the proceedings were initi- 
ated and up until the present time 
they had no information as to 
‘what the Alabama Water Service 
Company would be willing to take 
for the properties.’ Therefore, the 
people of the district have no 
knowledge as to how much they 
will have to pay, or how much the 
rates will have to be to acquire 
the property, The City of Troy is 
not willing to go blind-fold into a 
proposition of such inagnitude 
without having some idea of what 
it would cost. 

“The Town of Samson has had 
cxperience in regard to municipal 
control by issuing bonds which the 
system and revenues therefrom 
were pledged to secure, This re- 
fulted in virtual bankruptey for 
the Town of Samson, for the bond- 
holders came into court and forced 
that municipality to raise its elec- 
tric rates forty per cent to meet 
these bonds. There is no restric- 
tion in the power district law, un-

"The city of Troy is a heavy 
user of electrical energy for light- 
ing purposes and would be vitally 
affected by the rates charged, Un- 
der the power district law, the 
holders of any defaulted bond of 
‘the power district has the right, 
by proper court proceedings, to 
require a raise in rates to such 
amount as in the court's discretion 
would be sufficient to pay off all 
the bonds. <Any protection we 
might have by the Public Service 
Commission would be lost, because 
the rates of the new power authori- 
ty would not be subject to the 
control of the Public Service Com- 
msision or any other supervisory 
hoard, but would be within the 
sole discretion of the three direc- 
tors above named, These directors 
are not required to have any pre- 
vious experience in running a pub- 
lic utility, and are not required 
to have any financial interest in 
the Power Authority, nor are they 
directly obligated for the debts 
of the Power Authority. 
“According to the interview, the 
plan is that each municipality 
would fix the rates that would be 
charged the inhabitants of each 
municipality. This statement con- 
flicts with the law which requires 
that these rates be fixed by the 
South Alabama Authority. The 
Authority is given unbridled dis- 
cretion to fix rates and to classify 
them, and it is within their power, 
by use of different classifications, 
to favor one industry over anoth- 
er, or one locality over another 
that is within the district. We 
doubt that many industries could 
be attracted on the promise of 
low rates under these circumstanc- 
es, in view of the power of the 
bondholders to intervene and re- 
quire a general increase of rates 
if needed. ‘The impression is giv- 
en from the article that the pres- 
ent industrial rates are too high. 


We understand, however, that 
these rates are as cheap’as any 
other industrial rates over the 


State of Alabama, 

“The whole plan of the proposed 
Authority, as disclosed by the rec- 
crds of the Public Service Com- 
mission, is based on the expecta- 
tion and hope of making sufficient 
profit from the present electrical 
properties of the Alabama Water 
Service Company to pay all ex- 
penses and to make a net profit 
sufficient to pay interest on bonds 
given for the purchase price and 
then retire the principal of the 
bonds, This would not allow much, 
if any, reduction of rates. If the 
rates of the Power Company now 
in effect were sufficiently high to 
pay more than a fair return on 
the capital investment, the Public 
Service Commission would order 
them lowered. In fact, the pro- 
ceedings on file with the Public 
Service Commission show that no 
change in rate is contemplated un- 
til after the bonds are retired. The 
retirement of those bonds would 
require a rate high enough to pay 
al! maintenance and operating 
charges, operating’ expenses, and 
yield profit sufficient to pay inter- 
est and principal. 

“The article further states that 
the Power Authority is taking 
steps to condemn the entire system 
of the Alabama Water Service 
Company, This was not stated as 


posed to be created, that would, in 
our judgment, prevent a similar 
result in the event there should 
be in the future any deficiencies in 
the revenue required to meet the 
debts outstanding against the pro- 
posed system. These bonds, ac- 
cording to the petition filed by the 
promoters of the authority will 
run for 30 years, 

“Without purpose of criticizing 
the present directors we do not 
know who their successors will be 
five years from now, or ten years 
from now. As to the future, there 
is no restriction on the number of 
employes that may be hired, nor 
of expenses incurred in the opera- 
tion of the system, and it is to be 
noted that this authority would 
not be under the State Civil Serv- 
ice, or the Merit System. Nor is 
there any provision requiring a 
public audit, or a public examina- 
tion of the finances, or the details 
of its internal management and 
methods of operation of the pro- 
posed authority. 

“The finances of our municipali- 
ties are based upon strict budgets 
and limited sources of revenue, and 
we cannot face with equanimity 
and acquiescence the uncertainty 
imposed upon our financial struc- 
tures by a project that may be- 
come a political football. 

“It is asserted that these local 
distribution systems would be con- 
veyed to the municipalities, but 
we wonder how this could be done 
if all these properties were placed 
as security to the bondholders. 

“We are informed that in addi- 
tion to the able and competent city 
attorney of Andalusia, there also 
appear as counsel for the promot- 
ers of this project Ex-Gov. Bibb 
Graves and Horace Wilkinson of 
Birmingham. There is no limita- 
tion in the power district act as 
to what fees or expenses may be 
paid for promoting and conducting 
the legal work which the authori- 
ty deems necessary, nor is there 
cny limitation upon brokerage 
fees, or the price of the bonds. 
None of the municipalitties, so faz 
2S we can ascertain, has been in- 
formed of the probable expenses 
along this line. We are interested 
in knowing. 

“We have no criticism to make 
of the City of Andalusia acquiring 
its own electric system, but we 
do strenuously object to their pro- 
posed acquisition of our systems 
without in any wise having con- 
ferred with us on the feasibility, 
or the economic desirability of 
such a plan, and the total lack 
of any information regarding the 
details of management, operation 
and expenses.”
